A NOVEL CURB FOB DRUNKENNESS. -

Clarence Deming, in his "By-ways of 


Nature and Life," says of the swampy 
region of southern New Jersey : 
"The 


huge trees which lie under the swamp to 
unknown depths are of the white cedar 
variety, an evergreen, known scientifi- day morning, 
cally as the Cypresses Thyoides. 
They 


grew years ago in the fresh water, which 
is necessary for their sustenance, and 
when in time, either by a subsidence of 
the land or a rise of the seas, the salt 
water reached them, they died in num- 
bers. But many of them ere they died 
fell over as living trees, and were cover- 
ed slowly by the deposits of muck and 
peat wnicb fill the swamp. These trees 
that fell over by the roots, and known as 
'wind falls,1 to distinguish them frpm 
the 'break downs,' are the ones most 
sought for commercial use, and they are 
found and worked as follows: The log 
digger enters the swamp with a sharpen- 
ed iron rod. 
He probes in the soft soil 


until be strikes a tree, probably two or 
three feet below the surface. 
In a few 


minutes he finds the length of the trunk, 
how much still remains firm wood, and 
at what place the first knots, which will 
stop the straight 'split' necessary for 
shingles, begin. 
Still using his prod, 


like the divining rod of a magician, he 
manages to secure a chip, and by the 
smell knows whether the tree is a wind- 
fall or a break down. 
Then he Jiuserts 


in the mud a saw like that used by ice 
cutters, and then saws through the roots 
and muck uutil the log is reached. The 
top and roots are thus sawed off, a ditch 
dug over the tree, the trunk loosened, and 
soon the great stick, sometimes five or 
six feet long, is brought to the surface 
and is split by hand and worked into 
shingles, as well as into staves used for 
pails and tubs. The wood has a cross 
grain which splits as.straight asanarrow. 
The shingles made from it lasts sixty or 
seventy years, are eagerly sought by 
builders in southern New Jersey, and 
command in the market a much higher 
price than ordinary shingles made of pine 
or chestnut, which last for roofing usually 
not more than twenty or twenty-five 
years. In color, the wood of the white 
cedar is a delicate pink, and has a strong 
flavor, resembling that of the red cedar, 
used in making lead pencils. 
The trees, 


once fairly buried in the swamp, never 
become waterlogged, as is shown by their 
floating in the ditches as soon as they are 
pried up, and what is more singular, as 
soon as they rise they turn invariably 
with their under sides uppermost. These 
two facts are mysteries which science has 
thus far le^t so. The men who dig the 
logs up and split thsm earn their money. 
The workj^is hard, requiring, besides 
lusty manual labor, skill, and experience; 
the swamps are soft and treacherous, no 
machinery can be used, and long stretches 
with mud and water must be covered 
with boughs or bark before the shingles 
can reach the village and civilization." 


PROFIT IN PORPOISE FISHING.—Por- 


poise fishing promises to become one of 
the principal industries on the New Jer- 
sey coast. The experiment made last fall 
..(it (too,? May proved so successful in a li- 
nancitf! way tliat the facilities of the com- 
panj3here will be greatly increased and 
otheirpbrpoise fisheries will be establish- 
ed 
in both Cape May and Atlantic 


counties. 
At first they were caught for 


the skin and blubber alone, the carcas- 
ses being thrown away, or, in some in- 
stances, used as fertilizers. From the 
blubber is extracted i, very fine oil, while 
the skin makes a superior quality of 
leather. 
Some time last fall, however, 


it was discovered that porpoise flesh was 
savory to the taste, and it soon became 
popular as an article of food, and was in 
great demand. 
The juicy red meat, 


which is taken from beneath a layer of 
fat next to ths skin, is pronounced by 
by epicures to be more palatable than any 
porterhouse steak ever cooked. 
In ap- 


pearance it resembles beef, but is more 
solid and of finer grain, and very tender. 
Some say that it tastes like venison, and 
that there is nothing of a fishy taste about 
it. 


A Philadelphia man has recently made 


a proposition to take all that may be 
caught along the coast this season, with 
the VIQW of working it into mincemeat. 
The Cape May Company, however, will 
reject the offer, as it already has orders 
from prominent Philadelphia and New 
York hotels and restaurants, and it is be- 
lieved that there will be a demand for 
the meat which cannot be met.

inlet to malevolent influences. Accord- 
ingly the horse was led into the smithy, 
the door was closed and barred, the 
shoes were taken off and placed in the 
fire, and the witch or warlock was speed- 
ily under the necessity of removing the 
spell under which the animal suffered. 


Sailors arc, for the most part, careful 


to have a horseshoe nailed to the mizzen- 
mast, or somewhere on tho deck near 
midships, for the protection 
of 
the 


vessel. 
The Chinese have their tombs 


built in the shape of a horseshoe, which 
custom is very curious, as it may be fair- 
ly regarded as a branch of the supersti-

HCIENTIFIC KUCELLAXY. 


The theory of Prof. Tyndall recognizes 


'..hrec principal hues in sea-waves—blue 
green and yellow. Solid particles held in 
the water act as minute mirrors reflecting 
the light which penetrates the liquid. The 
rays which are sent out after having 
traversed only a thin stratum of water 
preserve their yellow parts; but if the 
reflections are 
attenuated, the wate 


appears green , and if they do not exis 
at all, the sea being clear and free from 
the muddy matters, the color is deep blue 
In an indigo sea the crests of waves wil 
appear green on account of their lack ol 
thickness. 
Seaweed, 
animalcules anc 


other local or accidental causes may have 
much influence on the color of the water. 


Adanson found trees of the baobob 


species in Africa which he computed to 
be 5150 years old, and DeCandolle ha 
reported the deciduous cypress of Mexi- 
co to reach a still greater age. The oldesl 
individual specimen of any species—in 
fact, the oldest 
living thing upon the 


globe—is probably the cypress of Santa 
Maria del Tule, in the Mexican State ol 
Oaxaca. 
If estimates of tree ages are to 


be relied upon, the life of this venerable 
forest monarch maj have spanned the 
whole period of written history. 
At last 


accounts it was still growing, and 
1851, when Humboldt saw it, it measured 
42 feet in diameter, 146 in circumference, 
and 282 feet between the extremities of 
two opposite branches. 


The temperature of Btitish waters is to 


be studied with reference to its influence 
on the fisheries. The Duks of Edinburgh 
is interested in the investigation, which 
he considers a most important one.

The absence in infants of any marked 


preference for either hand has led to the 
supposition that right handedness is 
merely a fashion, in which all are trained, 
but if so it is a vcfry ancient and very 
nearly universal fashion. The evidence 
of all ages points to it as general among 
all races. From tho time of Aristotle 
philosophical 
attempts—none 
entirely 


satisfactory—have been made to account 
for this peculiarity of mankind. Prof. 
Buchanan, of Glasgow, has thought it, as 
well as the equally old and prevalent cus- 
tom of carrying burdens on the left 
shoulder, to be due to lack of symmetry 
of the body, a larger lung and the liver 
causing the right side to be heavier than 
the left, and inducing greater muscular 
development of the right limbs. Another 
theory is founded on the fact that the 
brain is composed of two hemispheres, 
which work the muscles cross-wise, so 
that disease or weakness of a hemisphere 
affects the whole opposite side of the 
body. 
Gratiolet and Broca have found 


that the lobes of the left side of the brain 
are larger than those of the right, indicat- 
ing that more nervous energy is directed 
to the right side of the body than to tlie 
left. 
This may be the cause of right- 


bandedness—or it may be an effect of it. 


Specimens of pods and seeds which 


take the place of soap in China were ex- 
hibited by Mr. F. B. Forbes at a recent 
meeting of the Linnean Society of London. 
He stated that for ordinary cleansing pur- 
poses an impure earthy soda and a lye 
made from *wood ashes are employed, 
while the leaves of two plants (bofonical- 
ly known as Hibiscus syriacus, and Ginyko 
bilobii) are occasionally used on the head. 
The favorite substance, huwever, seems to 
be tljo "feitsaoton" or "fat black beans." 
The roasted pods are used for washing 
clothes as well as for bathing, and women 
cleanse their heads with the seeds. Pods 
of Gteditkchia sinentns (known to the 
Chinese as Hso-chio") are boiled to pre- 
pare a washing infusion also much em- 
ployed. 


A new French apparatus, called the 


cylindrograph, is designed to photograph 
at a single operation a wide sweep of the 
adjacent country. The instrument con- 
sists of a camera of semi-circle form, with 
a small lens in the centre, wbicb moves on 
an axis. The dark slide is of some ma- 
terial which will bend, and when a view 
s to be taken the lens is turned upon the 
centre from one side of the landscape to 
the other. The panoramic pictures thus

CRYSTALS. 


As in the animal and vegetable king- 


doms of ii iture, species aro distinguished 
by a char icteristic form and structure, so 
in the inorganic kingdom the various 
species of minerals possess in general a 
form and gesture peculiarly their own.

Other inorganic substances found through- 
out nature, when under favorable condi- 
tions assii'uo certain regular symmetrical 
forms consisting of smooth even surfaces 
bounded by straight lines. These forms 
are called crystals from a Greek word for 
ice. 


Crystals of quartz, or rock crystal (the 


most common kind of crystals,) were sup- 
posed by tbe ancients, probably because 
of their limpid, transparent appearance, 
to have been transformed from water by 
such intense cold as to remain ever 
incapablii of change.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


The severe cold of thu Alps and other 


lofty mountain ranges was supposed to be 
the causo of this phenomenon. 


When mineral salts 
arc dissolved in 


water tlie latter on evaporation deposits 
the-salt-, in the form of crystals. When 
in consequence of a downfall or uplift of 
rock strata a break in the rocks forming 
the earth's crust is caused, hot water 
from tlio interior of the earth containing 
mineral matter in solution rushes up 
through the break ; on coming to the 
surface, the water cools and deposits its 
load of mineral matter* along the walls of 
the fissure in the forms of crystals. In time 
these crevices are filled up and form veins, 
the subterranean waters being turned 
into other channels. Veins are some- 
times composed of molten metallic mat- 
ter which has been forced upward until 
it hardened by cooling. 


It is in these veins or vein rocks that 


nearly all natural crystals are fuuud, and 
such rocks arc therefore of great interest 
to Ihe mineralogist and all admirers of 
the "flowers of the mineral kingdom" as 
crystal), have been aptly termed. 


Crystals can bo formed artificially by 


both evaporation and fusion of mineral 
substances, but ID general they are smal- 
ler and less beautiful than the best natural 
specimens.

scribes the numerous forms of crystals is 
called crystallography. 


Crystals vary greatly in size from more 


than three tcet in diameter, as some 
crystals of beryl, to those of microscopic 
dimensions. 


Although the variations iu the forms 


of srystals are almost endless yet they are 
all included in one or the other of six di- 
visions, called systems of crystallization 
according to the arrangement of several 
axes in relation to each other. 


The great majority of the mineral 


species occur more or less commonly in 
the form of crystals—some frequently, 
as quartz, iron pyrites, calcite, and gar- 
net, others rarely, as talc, graphite ; while 
still other species as opal, limonite, coal, 
and nsplmltum are never found 
in cry- 


stals, but always in compact or earthy 
masses. Such minerals are said to be 
amorphous. 
Certiin other minerals as 


beryl and staurolite are only known in the 
crystalline form. The great majority of 
mineral species, however, occur both cry- 
stalixed and amorphous. 


Perfectly formed crystals of any species 


are rnre and the most common as well as 
abundant minerals, those which comprise 
the {;reat mass of earth's trust, occur 
generally in masses of imperfect crystals 
called crystalline aggregates, examples 
of which may be seen almost everywhere 


in thi! minerals, quartz, feldspar, niicu' 
and hornblende, composing the crystal- 
line rocks, gneiss, granite, mica, schist 
hornblende schist, etc. As a given 
mineral species invariably crystallizes into 
certuin characteristic forms, the deter- 
mination of the shape of the crystals is 
an important aid in the indentification of 
the mineral. 


Although a given mineral always crys- 


talli/es in one of the six great divisions 
or systems of crystallization before men- 
tioned, its variations in form are often 
very numerous and seemingly very dif- 
ferent from the normal type, calcite for 
example being known to occur in several 
hundred different forms, all belonging to 
the same system—the hexagonal. 


As before stated, perfect crystals 


aro 
rare 
in nature, 
most 
crystals 


being distorted or irregular in shape, or 
but partly formed, yet the angle of in- 
clination between similar planes of crys- 
tals are always the same. 
This tact Is 


sonictuiies an important help in distin- 
guishing minerals of similar composition 
and physical characteristics, as in the 
case of the minerals hornblende and au« 
gitc. 


The phenomena of double refraction 


or the refraction of two rays of light in- 
stead of one, thus causing a line seen 
through a crystal, to appear double, is 
characteristic of all crystals, except those 
belonging to the regular or isometric 
system. 


Crystals are among the most beautiful 


objects (bund in nature, occurring as 
they do in so many beautiful forms, and 
all the brilliant hues of the rainbow, and 
the delicate tints and shades of flowers, 
or they might be called, the crystals of 
the vegetable kingdom.—Worcester Conn" 
ty .Naturalist.

During 
the census year ending May 31, 1880, the 
production of alum in the United States 
was nearly thirty million pounds, valued 
at 1808,165. 
The production of artifi- 


cial alum in 1882 amounted to between 
10,000 and 20,000 tons, which at two 
cents a pound would bo worth $040,000 
to $800,000.

the alum-clay with sulphuric acid, dis- 
solving .he sulphate of alumina thus 
formed, md then adding a solution of 
ammonia and crystalizing the resulting 
salt.
